Pursuant to California Water Code (CWC) Section 13399.30, you are hereby notified 
that Our Planet Recycling is required to enroll under Order No. 97-03-DWQ, National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) General Permit No. CAS000001. 
Waste Discharge Requirements (WDRs) For Discharges of Storm Water Associated 
with Industrial Activities Excluding Construction Activities. Order No. 97-03-DWQ 
(Industrial Storm Water General Permit) was issued by the State Water Resources 
Control Board on April 17, 1997 and is enforced locally by the California Regional 
Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board). Our records 
indicate that coverage under the Industrial Storm Water General Permit for your facility 
located at 432 Venture Street in Escondido is mandatory, scrap & waste materials (SIC 
5093). On November 1, 2011, a San Diego Water Board inspector. Department of 
Toxic Substances Control, San Diego County Hazardous Materials Division, and a City 
of Escondido - Environmental Compliance inspectors visited your facility and confirmed 
that coverage is required. 

The inspectors also noted violations for improper storage of batteries on the ground, 
solvents spilled on the concrete, computer components, motorcycles, tires, partially 
dismantled car, lawn mower, drums, and water heaters exposed and on concrete. The 
City of Escondido Inspector issued Notice of Correction No. 11111-02 during the 
inspection. The Department of Toxic Substances Control issued a Citation for violations 
of the California Code of Regulations, Title 22. 

The Industrial Storm Water General Permit is an NPDES permit that regulates 
discharges associated with 10 broad categories of industrial activities. This permit 
requires the implementation of management measures that will achieve the 
performance standard of best available technology economically achievable (BAT) and 
best conventional pollutant control technology (BCT). The Industrial Storm Water 
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General Permit also requires the development of a Storm Water Pollution Prevention 
Plan (SWPPP) and a water quality monitoring plan. Through the SWPPP, sources of 
pollutants are to be identified and the means to manage the sources to reduce storm 
water pollution are described. The permit requires that an annual report be submitted 
each July 1.

Failure to seek coverage could result in a mandatory minimum penalty of not less
